THE EARL OF DUFFEBIN. 

The most interesting article in the Man- 
hattan for July is. the paper on the Earl of 
Uiifferin. It is a well written sketch of 
lliB career of this faiuoua man. Space 
will only permit us to glance iit the cliller- 
ont stages of his public life, there describ- 
ed. Dwelling at j,'re;iter length on the ac- 
count of his aduiinistiation in Canada, es- 
pecially in what relates to British Ooum- 
bia, Manhattan says that Lord Dufforin 
aucceeded at a very early age to the barony 
of Duflerin and Clandeboyo, in the county 
of Ul8tor,Irelaud,and found himself when 
little more than a buy the leader of tliu 
liberal party in his neighburhouil . A seat 
in the house of lords becoming his 
right at so early an age lie had no chance 
to try the stormy atmosphere of the com- 
mons, but the diacipluie of Ulster politics 
stood him in good stead. Ue wus the 
pride of Ulstermen if both parties when 
he waa but little known to the outside 
world. When hardly out of his teens he 
was appointed lord-in-waiting to the Queen 
and theyear he spei't at court doubtless 
helped to foster that spirit of loyal devo- 
tion which he has always manifested. 'I'he 
trouble in Ireland in I.S-IT-IS called forth 
' all his aynjpathios for his native land, and 
' he-travolBii tlirough the west and south of 
. that inland working indofiitigably to re- 
lieve the wretched inhabitants. In 
1855 Lord Kuasell went to Vienini on a 
special mission and seleeteil L(ud Duflerin 
as one of his attache's. In the fuUowing 
yeariiB made his celebrated voyage to the 
Arctic sea. In a small yacht, the Foam, 
he itonaged to get 100 miles nearer the 
North Pole than any previous explorer. 
His adventures were recorded in a series 
iif letters tu bis nii.tln r. which were after- 
wards published under 1 he title <>f •' i.ei • 
lers from High Laliliide.H,' a deliglitful 
boc/k whieli w;iH a gieal liteiary siicce.s.s. 
'I'liough prominent in his own iieighbcu- 
hood Ijord Duflerin was little known in 
general politics until 1800, when Lord 
Palinerston, with his keen appreciation <>( 
ability, aolecli^d him an the inn.-'t suitable 
man to undertake the didieiite niis.sion to 
Syria. It was a task c:dliiig fur the lin- 
est diplomacy. 'The feeling uf butli Tur 
key and France had to be tenderly consiii- 
ored, and the mariner in which Lord Duf- 
ferin settled all difhcullies withnut tread- 
ing on any one's tues won for him the 
highest praise from his g.iveriiuu'iit iiml 
the foreign powers. 'I'his mis.sion alnne 
would have secured fur him the name uf a 
great stat-j^imai:, b'.il n ..v;H..!ily th" binnii- 
ninf; of a varied career. In 180-^ Lord 
Dufferin entered the ministry of Lord 
Palmerstiiii as under secretary fur India, 
representing that -jreat deparloieiit in tlio 
house of lords, (liilhe tDrriiatmn "I the 
Gladstone ministry in 18l)S he accepted 
the office of chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancaster. This post, though one of great 
dignity and rank, dne.s not eiilail any la 
borious duties. He was, therefore, free 
to devote himself to that braiudi of public 
business for whicli he was so emiiieiilly 
fitted, namely, tliu Irish all'airs. He was 
Mr. Gladstone's ino.st authoritative adviser 
in the seh ernes for Ireland and was chiefly 
instrumental in carrying Ihrougli the house 
of lords such measures as the Irish Church 
.•\ct anil the Irish Land Act of lS70,nie,i.s- 
ures which would seem iiiildti)-day,but then 
were severely crilici/.etl. In 1871 the gov- 
ernment acknowledged tile important aiil 
he had given by conferring on him an earl- 
dom. In 1872, on the retirement of Lord 
Moiiok from the post of governor-general 
of Canada, Earl Dulferin was chosen 
as the proper man fur that im[iorl 
ant jiosition. The condition of affairs 
111 Canada at tii.it time renuired 
a man of great wisdom and ta<-t. The con- 
federation though an aecomplislied fact was 
the cause of uiimorous ditlienlties. "There 
were violent imtipathies of race and religion. 
Ontario was Protestant and Scotch, t^m liK' 
was largely Komiin Catholic anil Freni'h, 
while in the other colonies some within and 
some without tlic Doniiiiioii, there ware In- 
dian i|iiestioiis iiiul I'atitie ami Irish ques- 
tions pressing for settleineiit. anil crossing 
more or less tie- main liarty .|Uestioiis 
which i)revuiled in the gnat iiroviiices of 
the St. Lawrence. Then- were widr diver- 
gences of local interest ln'twccii tho colon- 
istsof British Columbia beyond the Itocky 
moautiuns, the manufacturers of Toronto 
and Montreal, and the fishermen of New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward's Island. 
The newly-formed l.'aiiadiaii ciuimiiiiiity 
bad yet to uccustoia it^.. If to disli iil;ii isli 
the respective limits of local. I'aiindian and 
imperial ailiiiiiiistratioii. .Novel ami iiiter- 
estiug iiueslions of policy were arising 
everyday." Karl 1 liilleriu proved hiinsell' 
to be the right man in the right place. One 
of his greatest serviees to the Dominion 
was his intiuence in beliiing to form a pat- 
riotic pubUc opinion and instilling into the 
eouutry a belief of a glorious future that 
was before it. "To bring this knowledge 
ho lie to evei-y Canadian wa« one of ihe 
tasks be set himself, luid his dealing with 
(,'olinubia' was a reiiiaikalile illusl rul ion 
of the amount of true publii- service which 
bis energy and trained aliilities eiialiled hiui 
to do. 'I'hat jirovinee had joiiieil Ihi- eon- 
federation on the iiiii|erst:iuiliiig of the 
CanucUun parliament to proviiU- the lu-ees- 
Biiry funds for the eo.Mijiletion of iiji inter- 
oceanic railway. The geogrii]ihieal Jitlicul- 
ties were greater than the guvermnent an- 
ticipateil. Considerable delay took place 
in carrying out tint agreeiiieiit. Lord Car- 
narvuii, as the head of the colonial ofliee, 
was ajipcaled to by both parlies, and he 
proposeii anew arriiiigeiiieiit, known after- 
wards as the "Carmuvoii Terms." This 
scheme the ( 'aiiiidiaii iiiiiii^try aeee]iled; 
but the senate refused to s.iiu tioii it, Hi ilisli 
Columbia became Miiieh rveitid ami there 
«au bVi-ry prospect of a civil wm wheii Lord 
Dutl'erin "proceeded to visit the disconleiiled 
province. At Victoria the aiilliorities pre- 
pared an nddresa to him, announcing their 
intention to leave the confederation unless 
their demands wereeouiplicd with Maiihill- 
tau then jiroceeds to narrate circumstances 
which lire still fresh in llie public mind 
here, lie (Lord Diill'eriii) seiil for the 
oflicials and told tlieui in a frank and 
genial way thai, however iiiueb he 
Bynipathi/.ed with llii'ir disappoinlmenl 
liti could not receive an address in such 
terms. The procession to attend hjra on 
his entrance was to [lass under a triumphal 
arch, bearing the motto, "Carnarvon 
Terms or Seiiaraliou. " He directed his 
carriage to take another route. lie spent 
aoveral weeks in genial conference with 
the people, visiting llie chief harbors and 
districts. Before his deiiarture, at Vic 
toria, he addressed the citizens for two 
hours in a speech, unsurjiassed for mas- 
terly exposition and persuasive power. 
He Hrst of all gave an account of 111.1 
progress, and reviewed in glowing terms 
tha magnificent resources of their province. 
Speaking from his elevated position as 
Governor-General, with the eyes of the 
whole Dominion upon him, this part of 
the address had its moral both for the east 
andtliewesl. To the cuie he said: "Is 
it not worth whihi to make some sacrifice 
to secure so bright a jewel to the Do- 
miuiufl ?" To the other his speech sug- 
gesUed that people with such a future 
coulil afTord to be patient. Turning I hen 
to their discontent, he caliiiiy d.^taih-d all 
fcht) dillicullica of the case, hliuaelf neither 



a'champion of Canada nor of British 
Columbia, of the ministry, nor of the 
aenate, I3ut, a close observer of all that 
occurred, he was able to show, from the 
facts witiiin his own knowledge, that there 
was no wilful design on the part of Canada 
to disappoint the wishes of Columbia; 
that the force of circumstances was inevit- 
ably bringing about a favorable solution. 
He then, with characteristic directness, 
went on to speculate on the reali/atiun of 
their scheme, the withdrawal of Columbia 
from the co'ifoderation, and showed that 
the consequences must be to retard the 
progress uf A'ictoria for an indefinite time. 
'I'he railway was certain to be built, but 
would be directed to another terminus if 
the defection of Columbia placed Victoria 
outside the confederation. It was impos- 
sible for the sturdy settlers of Columbia 
to doubt the good faith with which Lord 
Duli'eriii spoke. Ills presence and de- 
meanor declared the straightforward gen- 
tleman. The care with which he studied 
their position, the thorough a.xpericncu he 
had had of Canadian affairs, left no doubt 
of the fulness of his knowledge. The 
British Columbiana admitted him to their 
counsels as if ho were one of tlieniaolves, 
as it was impossible to dispute his com- 
petence to advise them, and eipially iin- 
iniaaible to resist the cogency of the argu- 
ments he marshaled before the eager 
pcssiniBsts. The movement was at oiico 
arrested. His RlowinL' picture of tbu 
wealth and beauty of the Columbia stim- 
ulated the growth of opinion in Eastern 
Canada. It came to be felt all thnmgh 
the Dominion that everyone had an in- 
terest in tlio settlement of the ipiestioii. 
The siiggebtion of secession soon hecame 
a thing of the past, and one step after 
another was taken in furtherance of the 
work. " 

Lord Duli'erin always advocated the 
most friendly relaliona wilh the I'nited 
States. During his freipiciit visits to the 
republic he was received wilh cordial good 
will by all classes. When his ti'riii of 
otlice in Canada had e.xpired he was. sent 
on tlio important mission to St Peters- 
burg. l)n this occasion, as well as on the 
occasions of liis more recent diplomatic 
visits to (Juiistantiuople and Kgypt, he li.-is 
won golden opinions as a statesman who 
united to his noble name and hneage the 
noblest i|Uulities of mind and heart.

THE KJECEKT FATAL, ACCIO- 
ENT ON THE C. P. U. 

HOW THE THING OCOUKRED 

iVaiiics or the Dead and In- 
jured. 

iVIr. G W. Campbell, timekeeper <ui the 
C. P. R. , who is in town, gives particulars 
of the recent railway accident on the C. 
P. U ., which occurred near Niccmen 
aluugli at 7 o'clock on Friday evening. The 
engine had left a gravel pit pushing u train 
of fourteen flat oars and was running west. 
The foremost ear struck a cow and leaped 
the track, bedding ityelf in the embank 
ment. Six other cars then piled on top of 
the first car and the seven were smashed to 
pieces. 

There wore live men on tho cars —two 
were in charge of the gravel 
plough and stood on the first car. 
Two brakeanion and a conductor compris- 
ed the other three. :\\\ jumped off — the 
two men in charge of the plow unfortun- 
utely went otl' on the wrong side. Gne,(ieo. 
Windom, was cruslieil beneath tho car. 
The other, S. Parker, was buried beneath 
the carload of gravel and smothered. The 
coiuhictor and two brakeSmen, who leaped 
on the other side, were more fortunatu. 
The conductor, whoso name is O'Brien, 
alighted on n tie, Biuashing one of his 
knees, which v,ill cripple him for life. 
Andersiiii, one of the brakeanion, was 
struck by one of the wrecked cars as it 
went over and is seriously hurt. The 
other brakesman, named I'usliee, o.scapod 
without a scratch. Tho bodies were taken 
to Port .Moody and the wounded men wore 
sent to Yale Hospital tor treatment . 

Parker w us aged abmit 23 and Win- 
dom about 30 years. Parker h.id not a 
bruise oil his body and is supposed to have 
lived undur the gravel for some time, the 
searchers not knowing where to look for 
him. 

The wreck was cleared aw.iy by II 
o'clock next day, tho regular trains haviin/ 
been detained only two hours by the ac 
cideul.

The tirst intimation of the accideiil was 
one of the boys seiuiig dece.tsed in llie 
water, and iiiiiiieili.ilnly t;iving the alarm 
to Mr. Bland, who at once called a man 
engaged in whilewashing, and tliuy 
both ran down to the water together. 
When tirst seen the deceased was some 
distance from where his clothes were do 
posited, and he waa tloating on tho water 
with his logs apparently cramped up. The 
man who was engaged whitewashing im- 
mediately went in, but finding it deep, Mr. 
Bland gdt some planks to assist him in 
getting tho boy out and just us he wap 
sinking, the bocly was secured. When the 
boy was brought ashore it waa thought he 
was heard to breathe, and every etforl was 
made to rocuscitate the body by rubbing 
it with spirits and other means, Dr. Jack 
son moanwhilu being sent for. When the 
doctor arrived he found that life waa ex- 
lincl and waa of the opinion that he waa 
dead hefore being taken out of the water. 
The body wiis conveyed to the residence 
I'f the jiareiils, who wilt receive the syin- 
p.ithy of the eoinmunuy.

WOMAN SUFPUAGE. 

Francliise ISill Dobalr. 

London, June 28 — Tlie bouse nf 
Commons presented an unusually ani- 
mated ap)5earance this afternoon, the 
oecasiou being tlie discusHion of the 
aniondmeut to iliu fianchise bill oU'er- 
od by Mr. William Woocl;iil, M. P. for 
Stoko-on Trent, and which proijoscs to 
extend the suflVage to fcmalo house- 
holders. The lobby iuul galleries were 
•crowded with sjiectators, ami that por- 
tion of the gallery known a.s the ladies' 
"cage" was especially brilliant in ap- 
pearance, being p .c':od with ladies in 
all the bravery of spiitig toilettes. The 
discubsiou brought out the fact that 
'» woman suHrage proposition has strong 
supporters on both sides of the House, 
and that it ia a question upon which 

*' the '^arty line cannot be drawn. Mr. 
CJhulHtoiu' is, to be sure, opposed to the 
ameiKlmuul, but his son, .Nlr. Uerbort 
Gladstone, with iiosliiuister-llencral 
Fawcett and many other Liberal niiMu 
bora, are in favor of it, and have signcil 

■ a memorial to the Oovernraent asking 
that a full and free debate be allowe<l, 
and that a vote for the amendment 
may not be construed as a vote atjainsi 
the Uovernmeut or a de.sortion of the 
Liberal pariy. Sir Sladord Nortlioote 
favors the amendment, and openly 

• pledged himself to its support in a re- 
cent speech at Belfast. Mr. (Jorst and 
many other Oouscrvjitive inemlnfrs 
agree with the Tory leiidrr, while lii.s 
chief l.iculrniuil, l.oiil llandolph 
(Jhurchill, op|)oses him. Mr, (iliul- 
■ atone's own views as to the merits of 
the question have been adroitly kept in 
the background, for all the rea.son lie 
has yet advunced for opposinj,' the 
araentlment is that il niiulu cnuangcr 
the suc'LX'ss of thi' l''i-iLncliisi; bill ilsidf. 
Many of the i'arni'Uib^s favor llu; incii 
sure, biicausa they say they can trust 
to lh(! i)atriotism of Irish women lo 
vote for Irish national i/alion; but their 
leader hesitates, and ba.sea his objection 
upon the same fear as that expressed 
bv Mr. (Jladstone. Tlit^ Jiscussion to 
day was adjourned without coming to 
any tinal results or cvfn taking a test 
vote, but the leaders of tlu- inovcinciit 
seem coiirtdent of succes.s. [A dispaicli 
to The Colon Ul some days ago stated 
that the ansendnicist was defeat'"!

CHINA. 

A whirlwind passed over several dis- 
tricts of the Kwangtung Province ou 
the 2r)th ultimo, doing eimrmous dam- 
age to pro[K'rt\' and killing many peo- 
ple. 

The most startling event clironicli^l 
at Hongkong is the annoum'e 
nient of the closing of the Oriental 
Bank. It is generally supi>osed the 
most of tiie notes will be paid up, while 
the bank's losses will not be heavy. 

The foundation stoni' of the new 
Central School or N'ictoria, at Hong- 
kong, for years di-lay, was sin-cessfiilly 
laid by the Llo\ornnient on Saturday, 
April 2Gtb. The builuiiig is to cost 
•SI 00,000. 

A significant rtmli-flruip^ occni'red 
the other day at Keeling hetween the 
officers of the French frigaie N'olta and 
the Chinese. 1 1, appears that on the 
liith ult., as some or the officers wen; 
walking ou shore, they evinced a dis- 
[losition to examine some of the forts. 
This the Chinese objected to, where- 
upon the Frenchmen withdrew, and lie 
gan sketching the fort from a short dis- 
tance. As this was also regarded liy 
the Chinese as a breach of jirivilege the 
latter made strong protestations against 
it, on which the oflicers returned to 
their ship in great anger. The ne.xt 
day the captain of the Volta ordered 
some coal to be purchased. The Chi- 
uuse, liowever, irritateil ai the events 
of the day before, and pi-ob;ibly not 
feeling dis])osed to pi-ovide the Kreni'lj 
ships with material which v.as likely to 
be used against themselves, r(;fu.sed to 
comply with the requisition; whereupon 
the captain threatened that if the coi'.l 
were not delivered by a. .m. on the 
following days he would imini'diately 
bombard the town. At the same time, 
he demanded an apology for the alleged 
iliiiidt to the ollii'ers, (jn the day before. 
The Chinese, being unable to ilo otln^r- 
wise, acceded to both demands.

In the wav of advertising a .lap.ln 
eye speculator hired a hundred girls, 
dressed them in uniforms, gave each 
a handbag, a luilty umbrella, and sent 
them out in threes and fours singing 
out the ruime of a certain nostiann in a 
pretty contralto voice. The \cnture 
was a success. 

The C/iiiui Mail says; A rorres- 
])ondent, writing from Klyoto, savs 
that there is great interest in Christian- 
ity manifested throughout the whole 
region, aiul that the Jajianese jirediet 
: ''-.a large inci'ease in the number of Chris 
tian converts during the (.'oui'si- of 
this year. It is further sl.at(:d that, 
contLMiiporaneous with these eiicouraL; 
ing signs there; is uKso disci'rnilile a 
marked growth in Christian charactei- 
among those who have already been 
converted. There can be no doubt 
that the progress of Christianity iluring 
the past few years has been signal. 

A promising vein of gold ori' has 
been discovoriid on a mountain in the 
district of Tsugnru, Hakodate.
